On* of tbo Moct InteresUni Historical 


Beeordi Brer Brought to Ufht. 


Of the many interesting relics and 


fragments brought to light by the per- 
severing researches of antiquarians, 
none could be more Interesting to the 
philanthropist and believer than the 
following, the most imposing judicial 
document ever recorded. It has been 
thus faithfully translated: 


Sentence rendered by Pontius Pilate, 


Acting Governor of Lower Galilee 
stating that Jesus of Nazareth shal'

"A similar plate is sent to 


each tn be It was found in an antique 
marble vase, while excavating in the 
ancient city of Aquilla, in the kingdom 
of Naples, m the year 1810, and was 
discovered by the commissioneis of art 
of the French army 
At the expedi- 


tion of Naples it waa inclosed m a box 
of ebony and preserved m the sacristy 
of the Carthusians 
The French trans- 


lation was made by the oommissionera 
of ait. The original is in the Hebrew
